IH. MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR 


A. Fuse Replacements

B. Cleaning

The exterior of the game and all metal parts can be cleaned with a nonabrasive cleanser.

C. Control Panel and Coin Mechanism 


Unlock the control panel by turning the key to the right and swinging the panel forward. 
(See Fig. 4.) 


The coin mechanism can now be removed for repair or adjustment. Reach under the 
coin mechanism bracket and loosen the wing nut. Pull out and down. The coin 
‘mechanism wires must be disconnected before total removal is possible. Reverse the 
procedure for re-assembly. 


D. Front Screen Removal 


After opening the control panel, reach under the front screen just to the left of center 
using the finger hole. Pull forward to remove or replace the front screen. (See Fig. 4.)
